Four months into the Peoria Tribe’s 
fiscal year and the Peoria Ridge Golf 
Course is debt free. Many of the elected 
leaders of this tribe, current and past, 
wondered if the golf course would ever be 
debt free. I would like to thank everyone 
who assisted during the planning, 
construction, and during the time the tribe 
assumed the management of the course. 
All of this would not have happened 
without the support of the entire Peoria 
Tribal Council. Thank you, the member- 
ship, in believing in the plan of your 
elected leadership. We are working for 
the present and the future stability of the 
Peoria Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma. The 
Business Committee is developing a 
master plan for future development on the 
Buffalo Run Casino site. This plan will 
lay the groundwork for other tribal 
enterprises, along with the possibility for 
private development. 

Fall is just around the comer. That 
means school will be starting soon for our 
youth. I am pleased to say the Peoria 
Tribe could fund as many as eighty 
students with scholarships of $2000.00 
each for this fall semester. These numbers 
have increased over the last couple years. 
This means more and more tribal 
members are getting the opportunity to 
continue their education; a goal this 
administration of elected officials has set 
as a priority. Education is a vital element 
in the success of our future generations. 


In May’s Newsletter several projects 
were mentioned, one of which was the 
Cemetery Road Project. The project is 
expected to be completed in 365 days. 
This means that at times detours will be 
required to get to the cemetery. The 
environmental staff of the Peoria Tribe 
will be monitoring the construction on a 
weekly basis. Please call the office and 
staff will be able to direct you on the best 
route to the cemetery during construction. 
Once completed, the road to the Peoria 
Tribal Cemetery from County Road 137 
will be all paved. 

The National Congress of American 
Indians (NCAI) will hold its annual meet- 
ing in Tulsa, Oklahoma this November. 
This week long affair will be a great 
opportunity for tribal leaders from across 
the nation to establish policies and 
priorities to service Indian Country. This 
Annual meeting’s agenda includes an 
election for President and Vice-President. 
Members of the Business Committee will 
represent the Peoria Tribe at various 
functions.

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INDIAN CHILD WELFARE 

The Peoria Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma ^Indian Child Welfare Program provides services for the Peoria Tribe of Indians of 
Oklahoma, The Ottawa Tribe of Oklahoma and the Seneca-Cayuga Tribe of Oklahoma. 

In order for the provisions of the Indian Child Welfare Act to apply to a case, the biological parent or the child has to be enrolled 
in a Federal Recognized Tribe. The Indian Child Welfare Act does not apply to custody cases, only neglect or abuse. The 
program has been fortunate that most of the cases have been satisfactorily resolved. It is the Tribes intent to continue to keep the 
caseload at a minimum through pro-active intervention and referral. The Program has active cases in both State and Federal Courts. 

The Indian Child Welfare Program has a significant need for more qualified Tribally approved foster homes. This is an excellent 
opportunity for a family to help preserve the Tribes culture for the future generations. The privilege of helping a child mature and 
develop into an asset for the Tribe is one that families should enjoy, not just for themselves but for the children as well. The State of 
Oklahoma has a similar shortage of foster homes and is recruiting foster homes to provide for not only Tribal children but non- 
Indian children as well.

FROM THE ENROLLMENT OFFICE 

Since May, the Enrollment Office has received forty-six address changes, five name changes, and three deceased member notifications. Thirty-four (34) 
duplicate membership card applications were processed. The Business Committee has approved eighteen (18) new members. 

Is your State Certified Birth Certificate on file in the Enrollment Office? 

The Enrollment Office is continuing to update all tribal membership files. Many members have already sent in their state certified birth certificates. To 
comply with Federal guidelines and be eligible for a CDIB card, issued through the BIA, a state certified birth certificate is required. Reminder; state 
certified birth certificates must show, state file number, state seal, state registrars signature and parentage. If you are unsure if you have a state birth 
certificate on file, or need assistance in acquiring one, please call the Enrollment Office. We have most state applications for birth certificates in the office. 

Is your name updated in your membership file? 

The Enrollment Office will be glad to assist any member who needs to have their name changed. If your name has changed and you would like your 
enrollment file to reflect your current legal name please bring or send in your legal documentation (such as marriage license, court order, etc.) and the change 
can be made. If you are receiving the tribal newsletter with a previous name listed on the address label, please call the enrollment office for assistance or 
send your legal documentation (i.e. marriage license, court order, etc.) so your file can be updated. It has been observed, the postal service has been 
returning newsletters and other miscellaneous correspondence sent from the Tribe if a persons name does not match their postal record. 

Missing or Change of Address 

We still have several members (497) listed on the whereabouts unknown list. Any and all help is appreciated in finding these members. Several members 
have contacted the office with an update of family members. When the Enrollment Office receives a telephonic address change, the Enrollment Office will 
send a change of address form to the missing member with a request for completing the change of address form. Once the Enrollment Office receives the 
original, signed, completed form, the address is updated and the form is placed in the members file for accuracy. The Enrollment Office must have written 
documentation on file for address changes. If you know someone on the list, above the age of 18, please have them drop us a letter, with their signature, 
requesting the address change or send them the change of address form. If you have a child under the age of 1 8 (and you are the custodial parent) who is 
listed on the list, please fill out the change of address form, sign and return to the Enrollment Office. 

For your convienience, a change of address form has been placed in the newsletter. If anyone has knowledge of a person or persons listed on the 
whereabouts unknown list, sending this form to them would be greatly appreciated. The address for returning the form is:

Enrollment Ordinance Reminders 

The Enrollment Office receives calls with requests for help or general enrollment information. To help members, listed below are a few reminders 
of the Enrollment Ordinance, which was revised and approved March 23, 2002. Below are sections of the Enrollment Ordinance of which the questions or 
information are typically asked. 

Section 2 . Dual enrollment with another Federally recognized tribe is prohibited and such prohibition shall be strictly applied; an enrolled member 
of another tribe shall not be eligible for membership with the Peoria Tribe. If a member of another tribe wishes to become a member of the Peoria Tribe, 
they must first relinquish all membership with other Federally recognized tribes. 

Section 8 . Each enrollment application must be completed in its entirety and must contain sufficient information to determine the applicant’s eligi- 
bility for enrollment. Applicants must list the following on enrollment applications: all names by which the applicant has been known, applicant’s current 
mailing address, name and notarized affidavit confirming applicant is not enrolled with any other Federally recognized tribe, and signature of the applicant or 
signature of the person filing the application on behalf of the applicant. 

Section 9 . Applications for enrollment must be accompanied with a State certified birth certificate. Applications received without a State certified 
birth certificate will not be processed. The following must be visible on State certified birth certificates: 

State Seal 

State File number 

State Registrar’s signature 

State certified birth certificates must also be recorded with the State Vital Records Division of the state of birth. The following documents are not 
acceptable when accompanied with enrollment applications: 

Hospital birth certificates 

Baptismal certificate (even when parents’ names are shown) 

Heirship records 
County abstracts 

Approval of birth certificates issued by foreign nations or other highest-ranking governmental sub-division with jurisdiction to issue birth certificates 
will be at the discretion of the Enrollment Committee. 

Section 18 . Changes to active membership records, such as name changes due to marriage or divorce, must be made by legal documentation (i.e. 
marriage license, divorce decree, court order, etc.). Active members with change of addresses and other status information must notify the Enrollment 

Office at P.O. Box 1527, Miami, OK 74355 or by telephone at 918-540-2535 or 1-800-259-9987. Maintenance and accuracy of membership record 
data is the sole responsibility of each tribal member. Each tribal member is personally accountable for correct membership record information (i.e. contact 
information and/or name changes). The Tribal Enrollment Office will review changes to membership records to be forwarded to the Enrollment Committee; 
the Enrollment Committee shall certify its recommendation of approval to be approved by the Peoria Business Committee. Changes to membership records 
must ultimately be passed by resolution from the Business Committee and submitted to the Miami Area Agency, Bureau of Indian Affairs.

I mailed out 72 renewal applications and 49 new applications for the Fall 2005 semester. The education committee met August 1, 2005, 
5:00pm. It was the decision of the committee to fund 40 renewal students and 25 new students. Letters were mailed to 13 new students and 
13 renewal students requesting addition information. It was also the decision of the committee to not fund 4 new students and 3 renewal 
students due to incomplete applications. Financial need is not one of the criteria for the Peoria scholarship. Every Peoria full-time college 
student is encouraged to apply. Please feel free to stop by the Peoria Tribal Office for other financial aid or scholarship information. It is 
never too early to obtain a scholarship application. You may do so by writing Education Director, Peoria Tribe, P.O. Box 1527, Miami, OK 
74355, by phoning the Peoria office 1-918-540-2535 ext 10 or 1-800-259-9987 ext 10, or check it out on the Peoria Tribal website, 
www.peoriatribe.com. 

Application deadlines are July 31 for the Fall semester and December 31 for the Spring semester. Incomplete or postage due 
applications will not be considered. Students who accept scholarship funds but do not complete their obligation of 12 semester hours and 
maintain a 2.5 GPA forfeit their eligibility for one semester.

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Babes on Broadway 

Tulsa girl graduates from NYU and produces her first musical 

On a gorgeous spring day in New York City, Meredith Purgason doesn’t mind that the view from 
her Manhattan apartment is limited to the stack-of-brinks building next over. Besides, she has a 
sinus infection and is on the phone talking about her first big production since graduating. 

“If you’d told me then that I’d be producing my own show and be on my own here, I wouldn’t have 
believed I could do it,” Purgason said. 

“Then” was Sept. 11, 2001, and Purgason had just been witness of a passenger jetliner piercing one 
of the World Trade Center towers. 

The story that ran in the Tulsa World the following day depicted a young woman in her first semes- 
ter at New York University, shaken and uncertain as she exited the subway train and talked to her 
father on her cell phone. Purgason had a clear view of the World Trade Center tower as one plane 
veered into the side while smoke rose from its twin, and as wounded were taken to a near by hospital. 

“After that happened, I only wanted to be home. Everything was so insane in the world, and I couldn’t see four years in front of me, 

” Purgason. 

The Tulsa native graduated from NYU earlier this month with a bachelor’s of fine arts in drama. 

“When I was three years old, my parents took me to see my first Broadway show. That was their mistake, because I was bitten pretty early, 
she said. “I haven’t been able to stay away since then.” 

At Lee Elementary School she got her first taste of standing on stage for the school’s Christmas play. Spending years in children’s 
productions at Clark Theater and with the youth troupe Tulsa Onstage, Purgason continued to get more experience and more drive. 

She was cast to play manipulative Gussie Carnegie when Onstage produced “Merrily We Roll Along” in 1999. 

About a year ago, she and a friend had the idea to put together their own show. 

“We were having dinner, talking about how great it would be if we could do a musical together, and then thought, ‘Why couldn’t we do it 
together?”’ she said. 

Of course, that meant they would have to build their own show, rent a theater, market it and find the 
cast and crew. 

Purgason immediately started researching play production. She had many questions about where to 
start, except she already knew the show she wanted to produce. 

“Merrily We Roll Along,” a Stephen Sondheim musical, opened on Broadway in 1981. It didn’t have 
much success, critically or commercially, at the time, but it was revamped and went on to win the Olivier 
Award in London in 2001. 

The story follows a backward journey starting with three friends in California in 1976 and ending in 
Manhattan’s Upper West Side of 1957 with the beginning of their friendship and the start of their 
successful Broadway and film careers. 

“This really is my favorite musical,” Purgason said. 

She loved it so much she wore out a cassette copy of the stage cast recording her father, Bob 
Purgason, made for her trek between New York and Pennsylvania. 

The play is also appropriate for Purgason in a timing sense. A story about making it big in theater 
and acting could only be understood by someone starting out herself. She will be playing the role of Gussie when the Purgason Productions 
version of the musical debuts Friday in New York’s Gene Frankel Theater, accessible off the subway between Lafayette and Bleeker. 

This time around, her role behind the scenes dominates her presence on the stage, but she also has a 
lot more to offer her character, she said. 

“I was 16 years old the first time I played her. You learn a lot in six years. I’ve actually met 
people like her since then. I suppose I had when I was 16, but I just wasn’t quiet aware of what they 
were doing,” she said. 

Her show will play out with 18 young cast members from all over the country, some of whom 
attended NYU. It will be an off-off-Broadway show, meaning there are fewer than 99 seats in the 
house. 

One of her teachers, Geoffrey Home, who was in the original 1981 production of “Merrily We Roll 
Along,” is expected to fill one of those seats. 

“It is especially apt to do today because the music is uplifting and people of all ages need to be 
reminded that there is more to life than success, fame, and money. Every person should make an 
honest and decent contribution to society,” Home said.

Purgason is happy to be contributing her share, but it wouldn’t hurt if there was a small success from the show’s mn- a few notices in the 
paper, a role or two. 

And it wouldn’t be a bad thing if she had to leave the day job as an administrative assistant so she can work in theater full-time. 

There is a line from the show she wants to remember-it’s not her line. It’s spoken by one of the main characters on a rooftop. 

‘“What a time to be starting out. Look at what we can accomplish. The world is ours if we so desire. What a time to be alive.’ It’s so 
hopeful and exciting and, gosh, I can’t find the words to express it,” Purgason said.
